‘A majority of neighbors and local 
officials stayed around after a short 
board of appeals Hearing.to satisfy 
their curiousity about Jay Tighe's 
revised plan for his Shawsheen 
River Estates. 

Board Chairman Bruce 
MacDonald allowed Tighe to use 
the town hall auditorium for an 
informal presentation. Some 
neighbors, who felt this wasn't the 
right time for the presentation, left 
in anger, Others remained. 

The revised plan, which features 
a “substantial” change from 384 
condo units on 38 plus acres to 222 
single family homes on a 44.5 acre 
site, was submitted to the state 
Monday. Both the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency and 
Massachusetts Housing Partnership 
have to approve the plan in order 
for it to receive site approval and 
the necessary mortgage monies. 
The new HOP guidelines suggest 
proponents should have the Licking 
of the town. 

Attomey Carol Rolf outlined the 
new proposal. She said of the 222 
homes, 55 would be affordable 
under HOP requirements and 11 
would be rented by the developer 
or the town under Section Eight 


McCoy seeks rezoning 
back to residential

Eleven articles, to date, are being 
sponsored by Wilmington select- 
men for the April 23 town meeting. 
The proposed articles were under 
review at Monday's board of 
selectmen meeting. 

One article was petitioned by an 
angry Michael McCoy, who said he 
‘opposed an article by John Forrest 
to rezone an additional 1,860 
square feet on Lowell Street to 
High Density Business. At last 
year's town meeting, Forrest 
succeeded in rezoning a 3.85 acre 
site on the same street to high 
density after he told voters he 
wanted to save his gas station 
business. Though McCoy supported 
the first article, he said he and 
neighbors oppose the second 
rezoning and are suspicious of 
Forrest's motives. 

McCoy proposed an article, 
which his fellow selectmen backed, 
to rezone the original 3.85 acre site 
back to a residential zone, 

Selectmen agreed to an article 


proposed by Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski to extend the mora- 
torium on the sale of town owned 
land to the April 1989 town meet- 
ing. The additional year would 
allow for the completion of further 
land inventories and protect some 
of those sites for affordable 
housing. 

The only article that was debated 
at length was a proposal by Jim 
Stewart to require future rezoning 
articles concerning increased den- 
sity to fall under an inclusionary 
housing policy. This policy would 
allow the town to obtain a set 
number of homes or units in a 
development for affordable 
housing. It could also require that 
industries seeking to change zoning 
regulations make linkage payments 
toward affordable homes. 

‘Stewart said he was not proposing 
the article to penalize developers or 
focal industry but to ask people who 
“reap the benefits” to help the town 
with affordable ventures. He 
claimed the cost of services to 


Wilmington residents has “in- 
creased dramatically” as growth 
has increased. "Why not get 
something back?"he asked. 

Chairman Robert Cain and Dan 
Ballou both raised questions on the 
proposal. Cain said any rezoning 
article should be taken on its own 
merit, He asked why the town 
should become land brokers now 
that it’s getting out of the land 
selling business. Ballou claimed 
that in the long run the article could 
be construed as “unfair.” 

‘Stewart maintained that with so 
litde buildable Land left in town and 
the pressure from the state, to work 
toward a ten percent affordable 
housing goal, Wilmington has to do 
something to meet the challenge. 

Other articles include a proposal 
to strengthen the earth removal 
bylaw to include ledge and pro- 
cessing, a proposal to empower 
certain town officials to write 
tickets for minor offenses instead 
of taking people to court, and a

The Shawsheen River Estates 
condominium project last week hit 
an unexpected snag 

In an unusual twist, proponents 
were denied funding from the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency (MHFA) on the basis of 
density and financing. At this time, 
there is speculation that the project 
might not meet the March 18 
deadline for state funds. If it 
doesn't, proponents will have to 
wait for the next funding round in 
October. 

While the funding agency can 
provide up to $8 million in mort 
-gage monies, MHFA Executive 
Director Marvin Siflinger said the 
384 unit condo project proposed by 
Jay Tighe and Third Avenue Realty 
Trust would require "in excess of 
$8.5 million.”

In a letter dated February 17, 
Siflinger said proponents have to 
reduce project density to fall under 
new HOP guidelines and comply 
with town concerns in an Environ- 
mental Impact Report. New HOP 
regulations seek a maximum 
density of eight units per acre 
EOCD spokesman Marcia Hertz 
told the Town Crier the state also 
favors single family homes over 
condominiums and projects under 
175 units. 

According to the MHFA letter the 
project, as designed, is not eligible 
for funding and "does not presently 
have legal authority to continué to 
be considered for a comprehensive 
permit.” 

Because of the lack of a site 
approval letter and authorization of 
funds, the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals granted a request by Tighe 
to withdraw his application for a 
comprehensive permit. At Tuesday 
night's hearing, Chairman Bruce 
MacDonald told those present his 
board would not proceed with the 
hearing until proponents have state 
approval. The entire board exited 
the town hall auditorium after a 
brief five minute session. 
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"Isn't that R10 zoning?" asked 
Dave Sweeney. In actuality, 
considering proponents are "trying 
to get" an average lot size of 7,500 
square feet and some of the lots are 
only 3,300 square feet, the density 
is higher than allowed in a R10 
zone. 

Tighe admitted the plan “isn't 
refined.” 

"We're still struggling. We hope 
this new idea will bring some 
support,” he added. 

It was obvious that support wasn't 
forthcoming Tuesday night. 
Several residents, like Dennis 
Volpe, claimed the same issues, 
especially access to the site and low 
water pressure, have yet to be 
addressed to the satisfaction of 
neighbors in the area. Rolf 
disagreed. She maintained the 
proponents have made a 
"tremendous compromise.” 

Though Volpe admitted going 
with homes instead of condos was a 
step “in the right direction,” he 
pointed out the project will only 
move if those residents most 
seriously impacted sit down with 
the developer and say "I buy that." 
He added the public outcry of 
residents in many Massachusetts 
towns as well as the efforts of local 
legislators like Rep. Jim Miceli did 
much to force the state to rev 
HOP guidelines. 

Mario Alosco of Harold Avenue 
felt the density in the new plan still 
places an unfair burden on 
neighbors and the town. 

"Your respons to the 
community is still questionable. We 
still see massive density, We don't 
see a compromise,” he said. 

Rolf replied there was always 
room for concessions on density if 
the town works with the developer 
and agrees to apply for CDAG 
funds for the proposed sewer. 

Some present were confused over 
the fact that the project would be 
done in two phases, with 111 units 
built in each, Some seemed to feel 
this was an attempt to ‘umyvent 
the 175 unit size limitation in the 
new HOP guidelines. Rolf pointed 
out that MHFA said it would be a 
"wise" idea to phase the project. 

Aside from Lester Chisholm, 
who objected to using a Hopkins 
Street access road on behalf of his 
neighbors, the only. other person to 
speak out for the project was Chet 
Hall. He said he favored affordable 
housing and homes which would 
take into consideration the needs 
and incomes of young people who 
are finding it difficult to buy homes 
and stay in town. Several neighbors 
explained that they, too, felt there 
was a need for affordable housing 
in Wilmington. 

The next part of the process will 
include visits to town boards, 
especially the Wilmington Planning 
Board, said Rolf. She added new 
traffic studies would be done, a 
final Environmental Impact Report 
addressing only the revised plan 
would be prepared, and it was up to 
the Conservation Commission to 
decide if it would require a new 
Wetlands Protection Act hearing. 
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Surprises in discussion — 
of affordable housing

The status of affordable housing 
in Tewksbury was discussed at 
length by the board of selectmen 
this week, and the talks resulted in a 
few surprises for all concerned. 

Owen Cardwell from the Mass. 
Housing Partnership agency went 
before the board to discuss the 
affordable housing issue, along 
with Peter Downing, chairman of 
the appeals board and Bob Fowler, 
chairman of the town's affordable 
housing review board. 

Seven "comprehensive permit" 
applications have been made to the 
town, Fowler said, resulting in two 
denials by the appeals board (one 
which is being appealed to the state) 
and a third withdrawn. All told, 
Fowler said, the board of appeals 
has approved at total of 212 condo 
units, of which 40 percent will be 
affordable, or sold with state- 
subsidized mortgages. 

To meet the town's requirement 
for 10 percent “affordable” units, 
Fowler said, the town will need a 
total of 664 subsizided units, based 
upon the 1980 census figure of 
6,642 housing units in the town. 
The town now has approximately 
three percent of affordable housing 
units, Fowler noted, with most of 


them for elderly residents under 
the Tewksbury Housing Authority. 

Cardwell clarified the ten percent 
requirement by stating that the 
limit is “not a state goal” and “it's 
probably not even a realistic goal.” 

Once a town reaches tem percent 
affordable housing units, Cardwell 
said, the developer's right to appeal 
for a state override is lost. Period. 

Fewer than 30 communities in 
Massachusetts have reached the ten 
percent subsizided level, Cardwell 
told selectmen, and most of those 
are in urban areas. 

“The state is not looking for 
Tewksbury to set some ethereal ten 
percent threshhold,” Cardwell said. 

One surprise for the town came 
when Cardwell described how each 
Project must receive site plan 
approval from the state. The town 
board of appeals "may close the 
public hearing without prejudice” 
if it's learned that a project does not 
have site plan approval, he said. 

Cardwell did complain, however, 
that the Merrimack Valley is one of 
the hottest areas for new affordable 
housing starts. 

“I seem to have inherited the most 
active development area in the 
state,” he said. 


New condo proposal

Wilmington’s fourth condomini- 
um project under the Homeowner- 
ship Opportunity Program was 
brought before selectmen at their 
meeting Monday night. 

Proponents Gloria and Joseph 
Raetano of Oakridge Commons 
Association outlined the proposal. 
They said plans call for a total of 20 
townhouse style units on 1.78 acres 
of land on Oakridge Circle by Park 
Street. The project would consist of 
five buildings, each having four 
two-bedroom, energy efficient 
units. As many trees as possible will 
be saved to provide a buffer around 
the perimeter, they said. 

According to the Raetanos, the 
condos would be “very affordable” 
with costs ranging from $95,000 to 
$98,000 for center units and 
$110,000 to $115,000 for the ten 
end units. The site would be 
serviced by one large septic system 
instead of sewer. 

Some selectmen felt the lack of a 
sewer tie-in might pose some 
serious problems. Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski explained under 
the new HOP guidelines the 
maximum density allowed is eight 
units per acre. The Raetanos said 
they may be able to waive that 
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requirement if the proposal is 
attractive enough. Other selectmen, 
like Bob Doucette, wanted to know 
if abutters were notified and were 
told only one person had been 
contacted. 

Helping the Raetanos is attorney 
Carol Rolf, who is one of the legal 
experts helping with the Shawsheen 
River Estates condo project. The 
Raetanos said they are willing to 
meet with various town officials as 
they move through the process to 
obtain a comprehensive permit. 

“We sure as heck would like to do 
something on a friendly basis,” said 
Joseph Raetano, Selectman Jim 
Stewart suggested the proponents 
meet with the Affordable Housing 
Task Force on March 3 to explain 


the proposal. 


Wetlands hearing 
continued to March 16

A tearing to determine if the 
construction of two homes on 
Bridge Lane would fall under the 
Welland Protection Act was contin- 
ued from last Wednesday to March 
16 to allow Conservation Commis- 
sion members to walk the site.

Shriners’ 
gravel 
case will 
go to court

A case involving the earth 
removal zoning bylaw in Wil- 
mington will be heard in Lowell 
Superior Court in March or April. 

On Monday, representatives of 
the town's regulatory agencies 
involved with the bylaw and Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski spent a 
full day in court trying to iron out 
differences with attorneys for the 
Shriners organization. The Shri- 
ners, who were denied an extension 
of their earth removal permit to 
expand a parking area for their 
Fordham Road facility, last year 
vowed to pursue legal action to 
overturn the decision. Wilmington 
selectmen had denied the permit 
because of neighbors’ complaints 
and a reported illegal rock crushing 
operation on site, 

According to Stapczynski, the 
judge in the case charged both sides 
Monday to work out their problems 
through mediation. Both sides came 
up with a 14 point agreement, said 
Stapezynski, which fell through 
when the town held firm that there 
could not be a crushing operation 
on site. 


“We took this position and neither 


side would budge,” he said. 

At the end of the session, it was 
decided the case would have to 
proceed to court. 
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flooding problems and concerns 
they had with the location of the 
septic systems. 

Betty Wandell said though she 
had no objection to the homes, she 
feared the septic systems would be 
located too close to her new one and 
cause some problems. She 
questioned the change in plans from 
a sewer tie-in to the septic proposal. 
Commission members assured her 
the developer would have to meet 
Title V septic system regulations. 

In other action, the Conservation 
Commission elected to continue 
two Wetland Protection Act 
hearings and close one. Members 
agreed to continue hearings on 
homes on Factory Street and 
isolated land subject to flooding on 
Adelaide Street to meetings in 
March. They also agreed to close a 
hearing on the Waterford Estates 
definitive subdivision plan and 
issue an Order of Conditions within 
21 days, provided the engineer 
answered question» to the 
satisfaction of the conservation ad- 
ministrator, This he agreed to do. 
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Officials lash out at 
sludge plant proposal

Wilmington town officials 
travelled to Bedford on.Thursday 
night to express their opposition to 
a residuals management facility 
proposed for North Wilmington. 
The Mass. Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) has listed a 
location off Andover Street as a 
possible site for the facility, which 
would treat sludge from MWRA 
sewers. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
challenged the knowledge of state 
officials as to the whereabouts of 
the site. It took a minute, but 
Melanie Thomas of the MWA was 
able to locate the parcel on a map. 

Stapczynski, nevertheless, had 
made his point. Speaking at a 
hearing of the Mass. Environmen- 
tal Policy Act, (MEPA) the town 
manager told of consultants hired 
by the MWRA coming to the 
Wilmington Town Hall, seeking 
directions to the site. 

"It leaves us with a disconcerting 
feeling,” he said. 

The original description of the 
site given by the MWRA was off 
Ballardvale Street, he said. Instead, 
itis off Andover Street. 

The hearing, held at Bedford 
High School, was to allow the 
MEPA and the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) to scope 
the proposal for a sludge treatment 
plant in Wilmington and a dump in 
Bedford to accept ash. Although the 
MWRA had announced a recom- 
mendation that the Bedford site be 
dropped from consideration, the 
hearing was well-attended by Bed- 
ford residents, Few Wilmington 
residents were present. 

Rep. Jim Miceli was the first to 
speak for Wilmington. "I can't in 
my wildest dreams imagine that 
you would put this on Andover 
Street," he said. He pointed out that 
the site was down the street from 
the pumping station (Brown's 
Crossing wellfield) and across the, 
street from a pond (Foster's Pond). 

Miceli said that as a member of 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, he was wondering about the 
cost of trucking all that material to 
Wilmington or Bedford. 

Wilmington officials took an 
organized approach in their 
opposition to the proposal, with 
Stapezynski taking the lead. He 
criticized the state for having 
selected three sites, without even 
having established any criteria or 
technology. 

He wanted to know what would be 
the future of the site, if the plant 
were built. What would happen 
when the life-cycle of the plant was 
over? Who was to monitor the 
plant? Who would be responsible 
for cleanup, spills and fire 


protection? 

‘The area, in spite of being on high 
ground, had some wetlands, and 
part of the area is a groundwater 
recharge area for the wellfield, he 
said. 

He urged the MWRA to recon- 
sider its approach. Site selections, 
he said, cannot start in an office. 


This selection, he said, does not 
reflect any site work. 
Selectman Jim Stewart asked that 


‘the MEPA take the points of 


concer raised for each of the sites 
and apply them across the board. 

He gave a rapid-fire summary of 
points of opposition to the’ propo- 
sal, raising a couple of new issues. 

He asked what sort of a grant the 
MWRA would be proposing for the 
town which accepted the sludge 
plant. 

Nancy Stouffer of the planning 
board gave a brief history of the 
proposals for the site, including the 
proposal by Danco Development 
for a PRD development, which was 
shot down in town meeting. 
Following that, Danco came in with 
a proposal for a 43-lot subdivision, 
months ahead of the MWRA 
selection. The planning board, she 
said, felt that it would be better if 
developed residentially. 

"You're planning on taking 
sludge a long, long way to put it on 
a very bad site,” said Greg 
Erickson, town public health 
director. 

Erickson's greatest concern was 
the town's inability to control any 
activity of a state agency. 

"Things don't always work 100 
percent of the time,” he said. “If 
there's an incident, there will be 
contamination.” 

Other speakers included Assistant 
Town Manager Jeff Hall, selectmen 
Mike McCoy and Dan Ballou, 
Conservation Administrator Libby 
Sabounjian, and Chester Bruce, 
chairman of the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission. 

Tony Tambone, who owns part of 
the land in question, said there were 
buildings under development. "You 
are talking about taking developed 
land, not just raw land,” he said. 

Attorney Joe Courtney lives on 
Andover Street, near the site, and 
serves on the board of directors for 
Camp Forty Acres. He has also 
represented Danco Development. 

Courtney questioned the method- 
ology by which the site was chosen. 
He said that he had finally figured 
that the site was chosen by pinning 
the tail on the donkey. 

The site, he said, makes sense 
only for ease of transportation. 

He asked that the hearing be 
continued, and resumed in 
Wilmington at a later date. 


Will sludge plant 
go to town with 
least resistance?

Selectman Dan Ballou made an 
eloquent plea to Wilmington citi- 
zens Monday night to do all they 
can to support town officials in 
their fight against a sludge facility 
in Wilmington. 

A parcel on Andover Street, now 
slated for a 43 lot subdivision, was 
one of 13 chosen by the Massa- 
chusetts Water Resource Authority 
for- their facility. Reportedly, those 
13 sites have been narrowed to nine 
which are still considered suitable 
for an incineration plant and a 
sludge composting facility. Wil- 
mington is still on the list. 

Both Ballou and fellow selectman 
Jim Stewart claimed that despite 
plans for the subdivision, there's a 
good chance the plant will go to the 
town with the least resistance. To 
date, said Stewart, Wilmington has 
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been "put toshame” by other towns 
who have hired professional con- 
sultants and have packed hearings 
to tell the MWRA they don't want a 
facility in their backyards. Ballou 
agreed that public interest in the 
project is not on a par with that in 
other towns under consideration, 

"The people of Wilmington can't 
(afford to) sleep on this issue,"said 
Ballou. He urged citizens to get 
involved and contact local and state 
officials to fight the proposal to 
“protect their investments.” He 
maintained the unwanted facility 
would lower property values and 
create a “bad” health environment. 

‘Stewart sought to meet with state 
legislators soon to discuss an update 
of the situation. He said the town 
should rely on their help because 
they "hold the pursestrings" of the 
MWRA.

‘This past week I was at the library

1 am proud of the efforts of so 
many people in Wilmington who 
stuck their necks out for kids. I 
have always believed that "there is 
no problem which runs so deep nor 
is so vast that, together, we cannot 
build a bridge to cross it.” 

Building a bridge of education 
and understanding is exactly what 
all of us involved in the fight for 
our children's lives have done, As 
community members we assumed a 
major role in the process, Wil- 
mington began by recognizing that 
we had a tremendous problem with 
juvenile drug and alcohol abuse - 
and we did something about it. 

Now our children are learning 
about the abuse of alcohol and other 
drugs and the damage it causes 
them. We are reaching them 
sharing knowledge about what 
problems alcohol and drugs can 
cause for themselves and their 
community. 

We have been supported by our 
community service organizations, 
schools, religious and other civic 
efforts and Wilmington has made a 
difference inthe lives of its 
children, but we must not give up 
now or think the problem has gone 
away. 

In many ways, our community 
has stopped denying the problem 
exists. But, there are others who 
still are comfortable with "they are 
only having a few beers - they're 
‘Not using drugs.” 

Alcohol is a drug, it is a 
depressant, and the number one 
drug of choice among children 
today. This should not come as a 
Surprise to us. Our young men have 
been brought up on the assumption 
that it is manly to get drunk - this is 
‘not manly, it is irresponsible! 

Many children in Wilmington are 
growing up in alcoholic families, 
much like the one I grew up in, 
where everything looks normal on 
the surface and no one dares to talk 
about daddy's or mommie's 
drinking. You don't dare to talk 
about your parents, that would be 
disloyal. Yet where is the loyalty of 
these parents to their children? 
They hold on to the idea" you do as 
I say, don't do as I do." 

That antiquated way of thinking 
went the way of the horse and 
buggy (and in this case I don't think 
we relish that old harmful way of 
thinking). - 


Alcohol, not back street drugs is 
the problem in Wilmington.

"Of the 35,000 people who have worked on Seabrook over the 
past 12 years, I don't think you'd find more drugs there, than 
anywhere else." 

That's how Roger Gagnon has responded to allegations by 
"local" Congressman Ed Markey, that the workers at the 
Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant have been seriously afflicted 
with substance abuse problems. If ever operational, Seabrook is 
slated to provide some power to Reading Municipal Light, the 
power company which services Wilmington. 

Now president of the State Building Trades Union of New 
Hampshire, Gagnon makes no bones about the fact that some 
workers may use drugs, but that “the problem is no where near 
what he [Markey] says it is". Markey has contended that the 
plant suffers from a widespread drug and alcohol problem, 
which has been neglected by management. 

It's on this point that Gagnon takes the greatest exception with 
Markey. As ironic as it may have sounded, this union president 
went out of his way to compliment_ management for keeping 
drugs to an absolute minimum. "I support Seabrook's point that 
they've done everything to keep drugs down", said Gagnon, 
adding, "we were searched regularly, even when most of us 
were clean". 

It's the policies Gagnon portrays with great detail that makes 
One question Congressman Markey’s allegations. Gagnon says 
that the utility went to great lengths to keep the facilities drug 
free, up to and including the use of Special search dogs. At the 
same time, those working on critical projects were checked 
regularly, which included spot checks of their personal vehicles. 

Saying that Markey has attacked his people continually, 
Gagnon wants a fair shake from the public for his men. "We've 
done an excellent job. It's not good to allow our people to be 
branded as druggies”. 

Identifying the real problem that Markey and others have with 
Seabrook is Leonard Rucker, Executive Director for Reading 
Light. Rucker, who probably knows a bit more about the 
nuclear industry than Eddie Markey, was the division head for 
construction management at Pilgrim I. Rucker points to 
Political reasons for the opposition from some Massachusetts 
politicians to Seabrook. 

Commenting on Markey’s allegations, Rucker said, "In some 
cases he has raised some real issues, but unfortunately u ey've 
been done in such an emotional way, that it loses its effect”. 
Nevertheless, for Wilmington power customers a Seabrook shut 
down doesn't spell disaster by any means. Reading Light had 
contracted for only 7 megawatts of power from Seabrook, out 
of a total projected load of 138 megawatts by 1991. 

Percentage wise, that puts area consumers in good shape 
according to Rucker. However, on the other side of luck are the 
folks down at Hull Electric Company, which had contracted for 
about a third of their power to come from Seabrook over the 
next few years, 

The credit for Reading Light not being too tied up into 
Seabrook goes to the voters of Reading Town Meeting who in 
hindsight made an excellent decision not to join Project 6. This 
was a group of electric companies, like Hull Electric, which 
years ago had bought heavily into Seabrook. Instead, Reading 
Light contracted for a modest seven magawatts. 

As for Markey, Roger Gagnon and others begin to make you 
think that the "local" congressman has spent too much time in 
the Nicaraguan sun. Still trying to label himself a hardwe rking 
congressman who cares about local affairs in his district (try not 
to die laughing), if he hadn't come up with his drug Teport, 
Markey probably would have found some Caribbean institute 
willing to certify that Seabrook had been built on an ancient 
volcano, ready to erupt at a moments notice. 

If its not one objection, it's something else. But the fact of the 
matter is that many experts view this New Hampshire utility as 
the best built nuclear plant in New England. 

It's just too bad that Markey had to make his political points at 
the expense of the plumbers, electricians, and others at 
Seabrook. 


Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commissioners 

Usually when people hear of 
contamination of water supplies, 
they think of a million gallons of oil, 
from a ruptured tank flowing into 
the Ohio River or a Fortune 500 
company dumping solvents into the 
groundwater in a neighboring 
community. 

Unfortunately, the average home- 
owner does not consider himself a 
potential pollutor. Our water sup- 
plies, however, are vulnerable to 
improper use and disposal of pro- 
ducts we all use around the house. It 
does not take a catastrophic 
discharge of pollutants to ruin a 
source of drinking water. The 
cumulative effect of many small 
discharges can be just as damaging 
and more difficult to correct. 

Many common household pro- 
ducts contain compounds listed on 
EPA's list of priority pollutants. 
Volatile organic compounds (i.e. 
trichloroethylene) and heavy 
metals (i.e. lead, mercury) are the 
chief contaminants. Products con- 
taining toxic compounds include 
household cleaners, cosmetics, gar- 
den pesticides, disinfectants, paint 
products and automotive fluids. 

Land use ies can also 
adversely effect water quality. For 
example, failing septic systems can 
result in nitrates seeping into the 
ground water. Excessive levels of 
nitrate in drinking water have been 
linked to a blood disorder in 
children known as _methemoglo- 
binemia (blue babies). Another 
example is the improper use of 
herbicides and pesticides which can 
leach contaminants into our water.

The pesticides ethylene diobromide 
(EDB) and Aldicarb have forced 
the closing of several wells in 
Massachusetts, 

The responsibility for protecting 
our water resources rests not with 
the federal government, not with 
the state government, but with the 
local community - you and me. 
Massachusetts’ history of home rule 
provides the vehicle for local com- 
munities to control the activities 
that take place over its water 
supply. 

A local water resources 
protection program is needed. It 
should contain the following: 

1, public awareness and education 

2. hazardous waste management 

3. land acquisition 

4. aquifer protection zoning. 

The last item is the most difficult 
to implement because of legal and 
political issues. It is, however, the 
most important. 

The purpose of an aquifer 
protection bylaw is to protect and 
preserve the town's existing and 
potential water supplies and 
recharge areas contamination 
and to assure public health. To 
develop such a bylaw will require 
the time and effort of all factions of 
the community. Support must come 
from town hall and the home front. 
Tough decisions will need to be 
made. 


We can continue with our 
cavalier approach to contamination 
of our water supplies or we can 
take positive steps to address the 
problem. If we are to grow as a 
community and leave future 
generations with adequate quantity 
and quality of this vital resource, 
the choice is clear. 
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Redevelopment authority seeks input 
on latest proposal for town center

In a continuing effort to solicit 
input from the community, 
members of the redevelopment 
authority (WRA) listened to 
suggestions and answered questions 
on the town center project at their 
meeting Thursday night. 

Last month, the consulting team 
outlined three alternatives to the 
DPW's plan for the Burlington 
Avenue Bridge and the Rt38/62 
intersection. On Thursday, they 
again reviewed those alternatives 
and encouraged audience partici- 
pation. 

Most of the questions centered on 
bridge height, land takings, 
pedestrian traffic, and the proposed 
at grade intersection. When one 
resident asked why it was necessary 
to raise the bridge another two feet 
from 16 to 18 feet, he was told 
anyone rebuilding older bridges 
today has to meet certain standards 
to receive state and federal funds. 

Dan Gillis, who was vocal against 
the DPW design in the past, again 
voiced his opposition. Gillis said he 
favored an at-grade crossing with 
no bridge at all, 

"Take the bridges out. Where 
you're going to put Church Street, 


Dear Larz: 

While attending an ‘herb con- 
ference’ in St. Petersburg, Florida 
earlier this month, I found that the 
issue of fluodridation was in hot 
debate in neighboring Hillsboro 
County. 

The evening news and local 
papers had covered the issue and 
both mentioned the bitter emotions 
involved, T.V.10 showed irate 
citizens presenting dissenting views 
at the Water Commission's hear- 
ings. However, it was announced 
that the county water commis- 
sioners voted in favor of fluori- 
dating the public water supply of 
Hillsboro County, Florida. 

After intensive studies on uses, 
benefits and dangers of the mineral 
fluorine, I have much concern 
about its addition to Wilmington's 
drinking water, especially when 
many water officials themselves are 
against it. 

Several books on the subject, 
written by doctors and dentists have 
been located. Approximately 60 
articles written on the subject have 
also been found, all of which warn 
against water fluoridation. These 
books hopefully, will soon be 
available at Wilmington's public 
library, but currently may be 
borrowed from the Cancer Control 
Society Library at 37 Lowell St., 
by calling C.C.S. at 658-4673. 
Hours are by appointment only at 
this time, 

Not being able to attend the 
Health Department's hearing 
January 27, I had submitted a 
personal letter expressing my 
concerns, among which were the 
following: 

1, Fluoride can be toxic to 
humans at or above 1 ppm. 

2. Fluoride is corrosive to 


that's going to be a ski jump,” he 
claimed. Consultant Bruce Camp- 
bell answered that it would be a 
waste of time and money to pursue 
this solutiog, since the MBTA 
wouldn't go dlong with an at grade 
crossing. After the meeting, others 
said that requiring motorists to stop 
for trains at that intersection might 
cause safety problems and further 
back up traffic in the area. 

Gillis also said he had problems 
with widening Main Sweet to four 
lanes then having it feed into two. 
He asked engineers to look at a 
three lane road, with two lanes 
going to Boston during the 
morning commute and two going 
away from Boston in the evening. 

Several people present wanted to 
minimize land takings in the center 
area, WRA members said the 
favored third alternative provides 
for less takings than the DPW 
design. Vaughn Surprenant asked 
consultants to explore ways to make 
a "nice smooth transition" for 


businessmen so their business is not 
interrupted. 

Maureen Rounds spoke out for 
pedestrians asking that their needs 
be taken into account during the 
planning stage, especially as they 
walk to the train station. She was 
told pedestrian islands, a train 
platform for handicapped access, 
and other ideas would address her 
concerns. 

During the meeting, Executive 
Director Michael Matt said the 
WRA is still seeking public 
comments on the alternatives 
before members vote to pursue 
one. He told those present he sent 
out 130 reports to interested 
residents,’ including those who 
attended last year's DPW hearing, 
to town officials and the DPW 
covering the advantages and 
disadvantages of each of the 
alternatives. He explained that he 
planned to address local 
organizations in the next month on 
the progress, to date. Matt added it

Fluoride in its natural form is an 
important trace mineral in the 
human diet. However, in its 
industrial form (type used in water 
fluoridation), it is not assimilated 
well by the body and gradually can 
build up to a toxic level over long 
term usage. Again, several scienti- 
fic research studies have indicated 
this fact. 

Despite reported initial benefits 
to bones and teeth, long term 
excessive amounts of fluoride have 
been shown to suppress the major 
mineral calcium, which many 
researchers believe is directly 
connected to the growing problem 
of osteoporosis of the bone. 

Since there are many possible side 
effects of excess fluoride, it does 
not make sense to me to mass 
medicate tens of thousands of 
unwilling citizens just for the sake 
of preventing tooth decay. This can 
be done simply by improving one's 
diet and daily oral hygiene such as 
brushing and flossing of teeth. 

Information on both sides of the 
issue is complex and convincing. | 
would strongly urge every citizen, 
especially those with children and 
those with kidney problems, to 
thoroughly study the uses of 
fluoride in industry, medicine and 
nutrition before making a possible 
costly mistake in allowing 
fluoridation of Wilmington's 
drinking water supply.

LWV looks at 
Conservation Commission 


This is the seventh in a series of 
articles presented by the League of 
Women Voters of Wilmington in 
an affort to familiarize the public 
with the function and 
responsibilities of our town 
officials. The culmination of this 
effort will be a public "Meet Your 
Town Officials” reception to be 
held in the spring. This event will 
give citizens the opportunity to 
discuss issues of interest or concern 
with town officials in an informal 
setting. 

The Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA), consists of five 
non-paid members serving stag- 
gered five year terms. Four 
members are elected and one is 
appointed by the chairperson of the 
State Housing Authority to whom 
the board is solely responsible. The 
WHA employs an executive direct- 
or who is responsible for its daily 
operation. 

The Authority is responsible for 
providing affordable housing and 
for management of the rental of 
available units. It currently has 40 
elderly units, 12 low income family 
units and eight subsidized rental 
units 

In 1987 the Authority oversaw 
the development and construction 
of eight scattered site, single family 
houses. These "modular" homes 
were the first in State housing and 
will be used as a model for the 
State. The modernization of the 40 
units of elderly housing at Deming 
Way, continues and plans are 
currently being reviewed by the 
Executive Office of Community 
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Development for the new 31 unit 
elderly complex.

Lions eye screening clinics 


The Wilmington Lions Club, in 
association with the Wilmington 
Eye Associates, will be conducting 
the second annual eye screening 
clinic at the Regional Health 
Center, Salem Street, Wimington, 
Saturday and Sunday, February 27 
and 28.

Children of all ages 
are welcome to participate and will 
be checked for depth perception, 
color blindness, “lazy eye,” visual 
acuity, dyslexia and other prob- 
lems.

The diabetic eye disease screening 
is scheduled for Saturday, Feb. 27 
from 2 to 5 p.m. Diabetes may 
cause serious changes in the eye 
such as cataracts, glaucoma, 
‘occasional blurring, and changes in 
the blood vessels at the back of the 


eye. Diabetic patients should be 
aware of the risks of devloping 
sight disturbances and should have 
their eyes examined. Participants 
will be avaluated for degenerative 
problems associated with the 
disease. Early detection is the best 
protection against sight loss. 

The glaucoma screening is 
scheduled for Sunday, Feb. 28 
from 1 to 4 p.m, Because this 
problem is one of the leading causes 
of blindness in the U.S., adults over 
the age of 35 should be checked 
every two to three years. Loss of 
vision is largely preventable with 
early detection and treatment. 

Drs. Phillip and David Gendel- 
man will be participating in the 
diabetic and glaucoma clinics. As. . 
an added service, nurses will be 
available to check the blood 
pressure of anyone interested.

The starry skies above

Outdoors means (by definition) 
being under the open sky. The night 
sky is particularly fascinating at 
this time of year, and right now 
there's a truly grand (yet common) 
event forming up. 

Once upon a time, most everyone 
could name and locate the ten 
brightest stars in the sky, Today, 
most people know that Sirius "the 
Dog Star” is the brightest star in the 
sky, but few can point it out. 

Even the ancient Druids and 
Mayans knew more about the stars 
than most of us today. 

Pity. The night sky is a never- 
ending light show, full of birth, 
death, brilliance and mystery, and 
it's an utter waste that only the 
scientists and hobbyists appreciate 
what's up there. 

Well, sort of. One thing about the 
sky -- it's free to all who can twist a 
neck and look up. 

Shortly after sunset tonight (if the 
clouds will let you) step outside and 
look toward the west. Once the red 
glow of sunset fades, you should see 
three brilliant items in a vertical 
line, 

‘The highest (and brightest) object 
is the moon, which is just starting to 
fatten after being "new" on Feb. 17. 
‘The full moon is due on March 3, in 
keeping with its unchanging 28-day 
cycle from black to white. 

Just below the moon is a huge, 
bright star that is really the planet 
Jupiter, biggest of our Sun's little 
babies. (One way to tell a planet 
from a star is that a star twinkles -- 
but a planet doesn't. A star is just a 
point of light, while a planet is a 
rounded disk.) 

Just below that is an even brighter 
object -- the planet Venus. Our 
sister planet is a hot, nasty world 
where life as we know it wouldn't 
last a heartbeat. The atmosphere is 
so thick that air pressure at the 
surface is worse than at the bottom 
of the Marianas Trench in the 
Pacific. But there may be, hope for 
the lovely lady. 

A few planetary scientists have 
discussed "terra-forming" Venus -- 
or turning her into a liveable place 
by modifying the planet. One 
theory says that certain bacteria 
placed into the atmosphere could 
eat the sulphur dioxide and leave 
enough oxygen for us to breathe, 
while at the same time lowering the 
atmospheric pressure. The whole 
process would take years upon 
years, but wouldn't it be nice to 
have somewhere else to live? 

Anyway, look for all three 
objects -- the moon, Jupiter and 
Venus ~- in the same piece of sky on 
March 6, just above the sunset. It 
will be quite a show, and all three 
celebrities are now moving closer. 

But there's a lot more to look for 
in the sky than just our local 
neighbors. Right near the align- 
ment is another interesting item to 
look for -- the constellation Orion. 

Up and to the left of the three 
items dominating the sky will be 
three bright stars in a perfect row. 
This is the belt of Orion the Hunter, 
my personal favorite wintertime 
constellation. 

(During the summer, Orion is 
still in the sky, but the Sun gets in 
the way.) Orion the Hunter, 
according to mythology, was killed 
by Scorpius the Scorpion, which is 
a summer constellation, The two 
are now bitter enemies, and will 
never be seen in the same sky. 

Once you've found Orion, you've 
found an entire sky show all in one 
place. At the tip of the dagger 
hanging from Orion's belt is the 
Orion Nebula, a cloud of cosmic 
dust and gas where stars are being 
born, Amazing, and simple to find 
with even a small telescope. 

Orion's right shoulder is the huge 
red star Betelgeuse. (Don't try to 
Say it.) Betelgeuse is a variable star, 
meaning that it's bright in some 
years and dimmer in others, but it 
someday may kill us all 

In my astronomy class in college, 
we were told that Betelgeuse is 
unstable, since it pulsates, and that 
it could explode in a nova (boom)

or a supernova (KA-BOOOM!) 
at some point in the future. And due 
to the horrendous level of radiation 
given off in a supernova explosion, 
all life on Earth could (possibly, 
maybe) get roasted, from the huge 
distance of 520 light years away! 

If nothing else, the explosion of 
Betelgeuse (if it ever does go bang) 
will surely be the brightest spot in 
the night sky for years to come! 
But don't wait up for it. 

Once you've found Orion, you've 
also found his hunting dog, Sirius. 
Just to the left of Orion is a brilliant 
star -- that’s it! The smaller stars 
nearby make up the rest of the 
constellation. And now you know! 

Next time you step outside at 
night, just take a look straight up. 
There's all sorts of horror and 
beauty up there, dream and dramas, 
and mysteries that we haven't yet 
pondered.

Worse still, the 
surface of the ice had melted and 
refrozen, leaving a glassy smooth 
surface offering no real traction.

Cheers 
went up from anglers all day -- not 
for huge fish being caught but for 
the superb flying tackles made to 
stop runaway gear.

All sought shelter alon 
the shore. We had a spot we called 
“the Bahamas,” since it was so nice 
and warm without the wind biting 
our ears and noses off.

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'School's out: Where 
do. your kids go? 


By PHYLLIS NISSEN 


Kids love to play with each 
- other after school and no matter 
how you plan it, their first 
choice always seems to be 
playing after school at the 
homes of friends whose parents 
are at work. And more often 
than not, they “forget” to 
mention that there are no adults 
at Jane’s or Johnny’s houses. 

Sixth grade Suzie has to 
hotfoot it home from school 
every day in time to let her first 
grade brother in. Every so 
often, an assembly causes the 
entire middie school to be 
dismissed late. First grade 
Freddie arrives home to an 
empty locked house, his mother 
on the other end of a phone 
ringing unanswered inside. 

Talk about stress all around! 
And tears and guilt. 

“I think the day is coming 
when we will see a majority of 
kids going “to day care after 
school,” says Robin D'Antona 
of Reading. ‘People are 
recognizing the social issues 
that come out of questions 
around the latch key child, and 
they're beginning to see day 
care through grade school as a 
viable preventative option.”” 

D'Antona is the mother of 
three, director of Reading 
Extended Day Activities 
Program (REAP), and founder 
and co-chairperson of the 
Massachusetts School Age Child 
Care Consortium (MASACCC) 
She was recently named the 
first school-age day care 
representative to sit on 


Governor Dukakis’ Day Care 
Partnership Advisory Council. 
“When my 17-year-old son 
was four in 1975, sending him to 
nursery school was a major

decision. When my 12-year-old 
was ready in 1979, the decision 
was obvious. When my current 
third grader turned four, there 
was no decision at all,” she 
says. 

Take that change in attitude 
one step further and the in- 
creasing need for school-age 
care becomes obvious also. 

Having recognized that need 
for several years, D'Antona 
became the founder and co- 
chairperson of MASACCC in 
1985. Two hundred invitations 
were sent to day care providers 
all over the state for MASACC- 
C's first meeting and 100 people 
showed up - by boat and by car 
from places like Martha’s 
Vineyard and Fall River and 
Southboro. Just last month, in 
spite of a snowstorm around 
them, 60 people showed up for a 
workshop and meeting. 


After-school day care 
programs in this area are 
sometimes run through local 
YMCA’s, private agencies or 
schools, often with the blessings 
of the public school systems 
involved. Burlington, 
Wakefield, Winchester, and 
Reading already offer parents - 
who are going to work anyway - 
the option of day care for their 
school-age children. Stoneham 
and Tewksbury are looking at 
budgets and philosophies. 

Lynnfield school children 
recently brought home a 
questionnaire about extended 
day care next year for grades K 
through four. Based on this 
survey, the Lynnfield Com- 
munity Schools will make a 
decision about whether there 
really is a need for this kind of 
program in town. The program 
proposes to operate five days a 
week from the end of the school 
day to 4, 5 or 6 p.m. Anticipated 
costs will be between $3 and $4 
per child and a before-school 
program will be established, if 
needed

FM TALK: Thoughts that 
crossed our far-flung corres- 
pondent’s mind this week: 

A friend of ours got on the 
horn to us the other afternoon to 
tell us he was pretty upset over 
a dilemma he was facing. This 
friend, who asked to remain 
anonymous, is a successful 
businessman who deals in 
credit and various other con- 
sumer needs. The dilemma, in a 
nutshell: as a small Massa- 
chusetts businessman, he 
cannot get a $25,000 bond un- 
derwritten by any Massa- 
chusetts insurance company. 
This is only the surface of our 
friend’s dilemma. Without this 
bond, the state is threatening to 
not renew his license to operate 
in the credit business. 

This dilemma angers our 
friend for another reason. ‘The 
state, it appears, would rather 
see the 40-plus people who work 
full- and part-time for me lose 


their jobs rather than find an 
insurance company that will 
underwrite this bond,” he points 
out. 

What makes this situation 
harder to swallow, he says, is 
that the state sees things his 
way. “That's right,” he adds, 
“they agree with me! It’s ac- 
tually hard to find anybody 
who'll fight me. They all agree 
with me, but nobody will help 
me.” 

The “they"’ about whom he 
speaks are the folks responsible 
for renewing his license and 
those who oversee the insurance 
operations in this state. This 
stonewall he has struck makes 
him wonder whether Gov. 
Dukakis’ ‘‘Massachusetts 
Miracle,” especially from the

small businessman's per- 
spective, should be examined a 
little closer. 

“Dukakis's ‘Massachusetts 
Miracle’ is a mirage,” he in- 
sists. “When you go to grab it, it 
isn’t there.” 

Our friend insists further that 
the current insurance crisis in 
Massachusetts is going to 
ultimately be what destroys 
many small businesses in this 
state. 

“The insurance crisis is 
real,” he went on. “If people 
don’t think so, just take a glance 
at what's happening. Fireman's 
and Kemper are pulling out, 
and others are threatening to 
pull out.”

D’Antona’s after-school 
program, REAP, grew 30 
percent in its first two years, 
and that’s no surprise to her.

Both are art therapists, and 
have worked with mentally and 
physically handicapped adults 
and children, asking them to 
draw or shape something 
simple that can represent 
something so complex in their 
lives.

Shade and Conway's en- 
thusiasm for the work they do 
and for each other is very ob- 
vious.

with Wade Davis 


Davis is first and foremost a 
scientist, so when he speaks It’s 
the academic you hear, not 
Indiana Jones. 

: Raised in Canada, this son of 
a middle class banker is the 
author of The Serpent and the 
Rainbow, a best-selling non- 
fiction book that was adapted 
for film and can now be seen in 
local movie theatres. The 
thovie, directed by Wes Craven, 
is touted as a horror yarn, but is 
aetually a fictionalized account 
of Davis’ search for the fact 
behind the fiction of Haitian 
zombies. 

In the area recently to 
promote the film, Davis ex- 
plained how he first became 
involved in the project a couple 
of years ago. “A team of 
physicians heard a report of 
what they felt a verifiable case 
of a zombie, that is, the living 
dead, an individual who had 
died and was buried and ap- 

arently someone had taken 

ym the grave. Along with that 
report was a series of reports of 
the existence of a folk toxin that 


ongoing research. 
None of the ingredients in the

used, explain the belief systems 
of the voodoo society and prove 
that the phenomenon of the 
zombies do exist while erasing 
the racist, stereotypical 
assumptions of both the religion 
and zombies.

“So, this brings up a whole set 
of psychological pressures that 
makes this not only a form of 
chemical death, but 
psychological death, and if you 
will, a social death. A zombie is 
@ complete pariah, an outcast, 
someone who has been selected 
by the society for punishment 
and has been taken out of the 
society.”” 

Davis became involved in a 
way of life so far removed from 
the typical American existence 
that few of us could ever 
imagine it. But when all is said 
and done, Davis claimed to 
have found the voodoo religion 
to be very democratic. “But I 
never pretended to be a 
member of it. That would be an 
insult. It was a religion I ob- 
served. The reason I say 
democratic, the reason I sort of 
find myself defending the 
religion is because of so many 
racist, ste about the 
religion. People think it’s a 
black magic cult and in fact it’s 
simply a complex, 
metaphysical world view. It’s 
just the distillation of various 
West African religious beliefs 
that became forged into the 
unique amalgam in Haiti.” 

He went on to say that he 
became an adventurer by trade 
probably because he had 
romantic notions about Indians 
and nature. “I used to joke to 
people that it wasn’t from 
reading any great book, it was 
from watching “Wagon Train.” 
People would run away over the 
hill,and I wanted to know where 
they were going.” 

But not wanting to join the 
nine-to-five treadmill con- 
tributed to Davis’ need to muck 
around in jungles, as there were 
many adventures before his 
much publicized journey to 
Haiti. He also added that in a 
sense, he was a product of the 
times. His friends in the late 
Sixties and early Seventies 
weren’t heading toward Wall 
Street, but looking for ad- 
venture in South America or 
Alaska or Tibet. Davis was no 
different from his buddies at 
Harvard, but does not see 
himself as the image created by 
the media and publicists. 

“The funny thing is, everyone 
labels me the ‘Real Life Indiana 
Jones’ and they want to hear me 
describe how I machoed my 
way in and fought off the 
voodooists and stole the secret. 
Well, some people are almost 
concerned when I say it wasn't 
anything like that. In fact, I 
believe that man is made up of 
man and woman and that it was 
my feminine side which allowed
